THE TOWN & COUNTRY DIFFERENCE 


Midland Baseball 
Synopsis

Long-time Midland

look at Midland's baseball past, especially 
the town’s first 19 years in the Texas League. 


idland, in its 20th season as a 

member of the century-old Class 

AA Texas League, has a baseball 
heritage that reaches back to 1929 when the 
fabled John King took over in midseason and 
led the Colts to the West Texas League pen- 
nant. 

King had a violent aversion to lefties. He 
once abandoned a free shave and haircut 
when the barber strapped his razor with his 
left hand and later allegedly reclaimed a 
contribution when he noticed the blind man 
was holding the cup in his left hand. 

Although King’s Colts played in old 
Cowden Park, not to be confused with the 
present Cowden Park, the pro baseball tra- 
dition has continued since the team moved 
in 1954 to Hogan, Indians, Braves, Cubs and 
Angels Stadium. 

It’s little wonder that the Texas League 
park sometimes is referred to as Ebbets 
Field West, A game in 1972 was postponed 
because of a grasshopper invasion and in 
1988 Р.А. man Barry Sykes was evicted by 
an umpire. 

Vintage Ebbets? That first year a visiting 
player was thumbed from the premises late 
in the game after a heated debate with the 
first base ump. Immediately after the final 
out, the fiesty little umpire tore across the 
infield after the thumbed player. Midland 
pitching coach Jim Duffalo bounced out of 
the dugout and made a flying tackle to save 
the umpire’s career, but perhaps only 
delayed the inevitable. A few years ago, the 
umpire was killed during an argument in a 
Pennsylvania bar. 

Anyone remember (or, rather, who could 
forget) pitcher Larry Groover and his pet 
tarantula, 

In 1975, Midland won a Texas League 
co-championship under Doc Edwards and 
won second-half titles in 1979 (Randy 
Hundley) and 1982 (Brian Murphy) only 
to lose in the West Division playoffs. 


MEMORIES 


Individual honors? Dan Corder (13-3 with 
a 2.53 ERA) gave Midland its only ERA 
leader in 1973 before being promoted in mid- 
season. 

Jim Tracy’s .359 won the 1979 batting 
title, an area sometimes considered the pri- 
vate domain of El Paso. Jim McCollom’s .343 
led in 1988 while Bob Rose not only won the 
1989 title, but his .359 average was the 
highest in all of professional baseball. That 
hadn’t happened since 1948, when Jim 
Prince batted .429 for Midland in the old 
Longhorn League. 

Midland Texas League home run leaders: 
Jerry Tabb and Wayne Tyrone both hit 29 in 
1974; Karl Pagel belted 28 in 1977; Carmelo 
Martinez shared the title with 27 in 1982; 
Kevin King led with 30 in 1985 while in 
1987 Doug Jennings, Stan Holmes and Joe 
Redfield each hit a league-high 30. 

Jon Perlman and Doug Welenc shared 
most wins with 13 in 1982 and Marty Reed 
topped the TL with 14 wins in 1987, but 
when it comes to pitching, development of 
first-class major league relief pitchers has 
been Midland’s forte. Consider the list: 
Bruce Sutter, the future Cy Young winner, 
13 saves in 1975; Todd Fischer, 14 in 1985, 
both TL highs; while Bryan Harvey's 20 in 
1987 didn’t even lead the league. 

That only skims the surface. Among those 
making it big out of the bullpen in the bigs 
were Lee Smith, the star-crossed Donnie 
Moore, Craig Lefferts and Ron Davis, and 
from the pennant-winning staff of 1975 
(Mike Krukow, Moore and Sutter) only 
Dennis Lamp, the sinker ball pitcher, is 
still around, 


Lamp was both a starter and reliever in 
Midland, but manager Edwards sometimes 
didn’t let him know he was starting until 20 
minutes before game time. The idea was to 
keep Lamp from rolling and tossing the 
night before. Strangely enough, Lamp, a 
practical joker with a gift for imitating 
celebrities, managers and teammates, was 
the guy who kept the clubhouse loose. 

Pagel in 1977 and Jeff Manto (.301-24- 
101) in 1988 were TL MVPs. 

Midland general managers have been 
the do-it-all type. Bill Rigney (1979) and 
Bill Davidson (1985) were named Class AA 
Minor League Executives of the Year by 
The Sporting News and John Cox, GM in 
1973 and 1974, managed to survive. 

During preseason preparations for 1974, 
one afternoon Cox proudly showed conces- 
sions chief Russ Davis how he had fixed the 
refrigerator door, demonstrating by yanking 
it shut. That night Cox didn’t show up for 


his 10 p.m. ТУ sportscast. His wife was 
called. The search began and Cox and Davis 
were discovered, teeth chattering, in the 
refrigerator. 

Swarming grasshoppers, outspoken Р.А. 
men and on-the-field performances aren't 
alone in grabbing attention. While managing 
Alexandria to a pennant in 1972, manager 
Duke Snider stood on the dugout steps 
before a late-season game, scanned the 
stands and announced, “Midland has the 
best-looking women in the Texas League.” 

A few years later, El Paso manager Bob 
“Buck” Rodgers stood on those same dugout 
steps, looked out at the Astroturf-smooth 
infield and declared, “The only one in the 
majors that could equal it was the old 
Kansas City infield.” 

Guessing who will make it to the majors 
is part of the fun of minor league baseball. 
You never know. From the list below, it’s 
obvious Texas League statistics are not nec- 
essarily an indication of the “sure fire” 
prospects. Among those making it in the big 
show for extended runs: Pete LaCock, Henry 
Cotto, Joe Carter, Shawon Dunston, Devon 
White, Dante Bichette, Lee Stevens, Pete 
Coachman, Billy Hatcher, Martinez, Scott 
Fletcher, Sutter, Krukow, Moore, Lamp, 
Lefferts, Harvey . . . few Texas League sta- 
tistical leaders in this group. 

Sometimes you never know. 

Before the Texas League, Denis Menke, 
'Tony Cloninger and Phil Roof made it from 
the Sophomore League Midland Braves of 
the 1950s. 

Probably the first player from Midland to 
make it to the majors was the somewhat. 
immortal Nelson Potter, who pitched the 
Midland Colts’ semi-pro team to third place 
in the National Amateur Baseball 
Tournament at Denver in 1927, the year 
before organized ball came to the town of 
5,000. 

Potter and his knuckler toiled in obscurity 
for Connie Mack’s talent-bereft Philadelphia 
A's of the 1930s before helping pitch the St. 
Louis Browns to their first and only pennant 
with a 19-7 record in 1944, In 1948, on the 
Boston Braves last pennant winner, the 
“Spahn and Sain and a Day of Rain” staff, 
Potter was one of the days of rain. 

It’s so long ago, one can’t help wonder if 
Potter was for real. After all, none of those 
clubs exist today as Philadelphia, St. Louis 
or Boston.

1990 Midland Angels— 
The Season of the Fans 


Те Midland Angels’ 1990 season was а 
disappointment of sorts, yet it was also 
; the club's most successful season ever. 
While this may seem to be a paradox, a closer 
look reveals just what happened. 

As the Angels broke camp in April 1990, 
expectations were high. Led by new manager 
Eddie Rodriguez, the club was stacked with high 
draft choices as well as some proven veterans. 
'They had won the California camp champion- 
ship and things were looking good. Then, the 
roof caved in. The opening road trip ended with 
the club looking at the long end of a 1-9 record.

1990 BASEBALL CAMP 


Spending time with 
the pros—the Midland 
Angels Baseball Camp 


һе summer of 1990 saw the 
| introduction of the Midland 
Angels Baseball Camp. One 
hundred campers from throughout the 
Permian Basin participated in the 
four-day event. 

Тһе camp was hosted by manager 
Eddie Rodriguez and pitching coach 
Gary Ruby. Both have extensive camp 
experience, and it showed as the Angels 
players and campers went through their 
drills and exercises with precision and 
accuracy.

Tim Salmon, OF ** 
22, В-В, 6-3, 210 
Grand Canyon (AZ), 1989 (3) 


When he began his junior season at Grand Canyon in 1989, Salmon was 
considered first-round draft material. His physical appearance and field 
mannerisms reminded scouts of a young Dale Murphy. 

But striving for success in the breaking-ball-crazy world of college base- 
ball, Salmon fell into so many bad habits at the plate that scouts began to 
wonder if his swing was a hopeless mess. 

d 'e and timing were so screwed up, he was diving into every pitch,” said 
& scout. “He needed the ball to be down and away to have any chance to hit it.” 

‘The Angels took a chance on Salmon in the third round, Hach of his first two pro 
seasons has been interrupted while he recovered from beanings, but Salmon has made so 
much improvement at the plate that scouts again believe he will become an outstanding 
major leaguer, 

“He was one of the best guys in Arizona last fall,” said a scout who covered instructional 
league there, “With his swing back on track, he's a five-tool guy—six if you count makeup.” 

Salmon has worked diligently with Angels instructors to reconstruct his swing. When he 
remains erect in his stance and doesn't get his hands in front of his body, he has a quick line- 
drive swing. He has the strength to eventually hit 25 home runs annually and is an above- 
average runner, 

A good outfielder with a strong, accurate arm, Salmon probably will wind up in right, 
though the Angels want to see if he can play center, 


Kyle Abbott, LHP ** 
23, L-L, 6-4, 200 
Long Beach State, 1989 (1) 


Like many pitchers before him, Abbott was unnerved last season by 
the small EN in Double-A Midland and became loathe to challenge hit- 
ters because routine fly balls often carry for home runs, 

He did make enough progress to merit a late promotion to Triple-A 
Edmonton, another park that favors hitters, 

Abbott; combined 7-9, 4.93 record, not to mention the .282 average against him, are not 
indicative of his ability, His fastball, curve and changeup will be solid major league pitches 
once he throws strikes on a consistent basis, His pitches don't have as much life as the other 
left-handed Abbott in the organization, but Kyle will have a better breaking pitch than Jim. 


Damion Easley, SS 
21, В.В, 5-11, 155 
Long Beach (CA) CC, 1988 (30) 


Despite his slight build, Easley has a quick, strong swing. The ball 
jumps off his bat so hard, scouts grade his major league power potential at 
10-15 home runs annually. Thirty-two percent of his hits last season went 
for extra bases, including 10 home runs. | 

Easley is also an above-average runner, aggressive on the bases. He 
should be able to steal 30 bases a year as he learns technique. 

Easley made 41 errors in 99 games last season but has the skills to be a fine shortstop. His 
hands are quick, he has ample range, and his arm is strong enough to complete a play from the 
hole, Scouts who saw him in instructional league last fall say he could grow into a Barry 
Larkin-type player, 


Hilly Hathaway, LHP 
21, L-L, 6-4, 185 
Manatee (FL) JC, 1989 (35) 


Hathaway began his pro career last season as one of the dominant 
pitchers in the short-season leagues, Among starters, he ranked fifth in 
strikeouts per nine innings (11.83), sixth in opponent batting average 
GAU minthin ERA (1.46). In his final start of the season, he struck 
out 17. 

Hathaway throws with average velocity, but his fastball has quick darting movement. His 
cumwe8 considered the best in the organization, a no-hump pitch that dives suddenly when it 
reaches the plate. His control is pretty good, and he works with poise and intelligence. 

"This kid has a special arm," said a scout who covered the instructional league. “Не should 
move up in a hurry."

His control is so good, he will use any of his 
pitehes'at any time in the count, Away from John Ducey Park, which favors hitters, he was 9-4, 2.68, 

Lewis rates an edge over Joe Grahe for a spot in the Angels rotation this spring. 


Lee Stevens, 1B 
23, L-L, 6-4, 205 
H.S.—Lawrence (KS), 1986 (1) 


Stevens wasn't ready for the major leagues last season, but the Angels 
needed him when Wally Joyner hurt his knee in July and was unable to 
play for the rest of the season. 

Stevens was hitting .310 after 87 at-bats, but pitchers quickly adjusted 
to his long swing, and he was a .165 hitter in his last 157 at-bats. 

He has 85 home runs in five pro seasons, including seven for the 
Angels, But he needs to cut down on his vicious swing to have any chance against breaking 
pitches, The learning process likely will resume in Triple-A this season. 


Mark Holzemer, LHP ** 
21, L-L, 6-0, 165 
Seminole (FL) CC, 1987 (4) 


Holzemer was the youngest of three starters who the Angels moved 
from the Midwest League to the Texas League last season. He was adjust- 
ing better than Kyle Abbott or Glenn Carter but then sustained an injury 
that ended his season after 15 starts, 

Holzemer is built slightly, but throws with average major league veloc- 
ity and his fastball has above-average life. He will pitch inside and in fact hit more batters (six) 
in half а season than anybody else with Midland did the whole season. Holzemer’s curve and 
changeup eventually will be good complementary pitches. 


Joe Grahe, RHP ** 
23, RAR, 6-1, 185 
Miami, 1989 (2) 


Grahe his career last season and was in the big leagues by 
August, For his three stops, he had a 13-9, 4.36 record. 

Grahe has enough arm to become a dependable major league starter, 
but like most college-trained pitchers he leads with his breaking pitches. 
Grahe has a solid fastball and needs to trust it to challenge hitters. 

He has an outside chance of making the Angels this spring, though he 
needs another pitch for left-handed batters. In eight major league starts last season, lefties

Flora is only a .226 hitter after four years in the organization, but he 
started to hit,with some line-drive authority last season. 

Limited to 71 games because of injuries, he hit only .228. But 26 of hits 
went for extra bases, which equaled his previous career total. Probably the 
fastest player in the organization, he runs 60 yards in 6.5 seconds and stole ™ 
30 bases in 1989, 

‘The Angels shifted Flora from shortstop to second base last season. He wasn't lacking in 
skills at short, but couldn’t seem to bring his strong arm under control. He will be paired with 
Damion GE? in Double-A this season in a double-play combination with major league 
potential, 


Glenn Carter, RHP ** 
20 6-0, 175 
Triton (IL) JC, 1988 (3) 


Carter had a cular season in the Midwest League in 1989, going 
15-6, 2.05 and st out 190 in 167 innings. But he became a defensive 
pitcher іп Double-A last season and was pounded at a .307 clip. 

Carter has a solid fastball but needs to establish it to set up his curve, 
which is his out pitch. In 89, he had so much confidence in his curve, he 
would throw it on а 3-0. Class A batters couldn't deal with that.
